A lle g e d R in r itjism b y G a n g * o f I n t o x i­ 
c a te d M ilitia m e n . 


W a s h in g t o n , March 5th.—The conduct o f the 
Pennsylvania m ilitia attending the inaugural 
cerem onies here has been m arked all along by 
disgraceful scenes. T heir rowdyish acts and 
drunken debaucheries culm inated to-day in al­ 
most a riot. 
Early this m orning th e com panies 
quartered in the Pod office D enartm ent aud iu 
Odd Fellows' H all on Seventh street turned out 
ol th eir bunks half-crazed from the effects of 
last night’s debauch. They raided neighboring 
saloons, despoiling them ot allledibles and forc­ 
ing them to close. They congregated on the 
sidewalk, pelted the passers by w ith oysters 
stolen from th e saloons, tossed negroes iu 
blankets and destroyed signs. 
A yonug ladv clerk on her way to her store was 
halted, and after dancing in a ring around her 
they turned her clothing over her head and left 
her to extricate herself. About this tim e the 
police interfered, but w ere put to Might. An 
alarm was turned in from the patrol box, aud a 
patrol wagon load of officers rushed to the 
scone. As soon as they alighted they were sur­ 
rounded by a how liug mob. w ho pushed them 
against the wall and took their clubs aw av from 
them . 
The Colonel of the Tenth Pennsylvania Regi­ 
m ent, who was quartered near by, heard of 
these proceedings, and calliDg a com pany he 
charged down the hill on the mob of drunken 
soldiers at a double quick w ith fixed baronets. 
He was thoroughly euraged, and gave his m en 
orders not to stop at anything. The soldiers fled 
before the onslaught and the police were re­ 
leased. 
After clearing the street he stationed a 
guard around the postoflice and left orders with 
a L ieutenant to take harsh m easures to quell 
the first signs of disorder. 
His prom pt action 
probably prevented a serious riot., as the citizens 
are driven to desperation over the outrageous 
conduct of th eir ruffianly guetts.

Lininger, of Grand Kapids, 
Mich., lias a skunk farm a mile or two out 
of town. 
He says that the skunk is an 
animal easily raised and is quite valuable 
for its oil and fur. 
The skin is worth from 
seventy-five cents to $1 -50, and the yield 
of oil is the same value. 
They have from 
six to ten young at a time and breed sev­ 
eral times in a season, the same as rabbits. 
Mr. Lininger established th e“skunkerv” 
in the spring with only a few animals, and 
now, in so short a time, there are fifty in 
the corral. 
“ I set out,” said he, “ to raise 
500 beforeslaughtering any, and at the pres­ 
ent rate it will not be long before that 
number is realized.”

can go right into the corral, and I defy 
you to 1 ell by the odor that there is a 
skunk in the neighborhood.”

T he G overnm ent A sked t.> im p ro v e Its 
Navi cat ion—!*roposed L egislation. 
A meeting of the Board of Trade was held in 
the parlors ol the Golden Eagle Hotel at 3 p. M. 
yesterday, President Joseph Steffens presiding. 
The Chairman stated that 
object of holding 
the meeting was to induce the Legislature to 
pass certain concurrent resolutions asking Con­ 
gress to provide for the improvement of the 
navigable streams of the State. 
By invitation Albeit Bosch t e, a civil engineer, 
was present, and had w th him a working 
model of a new dredger to be bul l uion a barge 
which is known as the “ Steam Stern-wheel 
Dredger and Hydraulic Dirt Conveyor.” 
In addressing the Hoard. Mr. Boschke said : 
“ The present unprecedented low-water stage 
of the Sacramento river, ami the very doubttul 
occurrence of further raiuiall of sufficient mag 
nitude to cause the rivers to rise and scour the 
existiug and now-forming bars will probably 
lead to an ent re cessation of river navigation 
for the transportation of freights upon the Sac 
rameuto and Feather rive s during th : next 
season. If. in your opinion, measures should 
be taken to pr, vent such serious inc mvenience 
to trade and addit'onal cost of ireights, I re 
spectfully offer my services, to advise and con­ 
sult with you, and to suggest practical remedies. 
“ The obs; ructions ¡to navigation consi t of a 
number of bars with a deprii ot water upon 
them insufficient to allow our presuit steamers 
and loaded barges to j ass them. Tbe work to 
deepen them to the required depth is not for­ 
midable nor expensive if we had suitable 
dredging machinery to do the work with. 
“ There is sufficient money left Irom the last 
river and harbor appropriation to pay for the 
deepening of the obstructing bars; wo have 
dredging machinery that can dig and pump the 
dredged material to the nearest river bank at a 
price not exceeding ten cents per cubic yard, at 
a profit. The nec.ssity to resort to dredging 
the bars now, and especially this coming season, 
lays in the following tw o rt cognized tacts : 
• 1. The former remeiies employed by me for 
a number of years to assist navigation on these 
rivers were building of wing-danis, or by using 
the United States snagboat Seizer to deepen ihe 
bars by scraping or washing with the steamer's 
wheel. Either ol these metnods necessitated to 
have a strong current to scour or to carry off 
the loosened gravel and sand to deep water be­ 
low the bats. In the coming .st ason we cannot 
expect to have any stio g currents in the river 
to serve either p ocess. 
“2. At present there is not a suitable dredging 
machine in existence that couid be profitably 
employed on this work. The peculiar require­ 
ments in this cate are: Cheapness and rapidity 
of the work to be done; a s> ecial adapted con­ 
struction <>i the dredge, that can with safety, 
without breakage, work among the lrequent 
snags the dredce-buckets encounter, and next, 
the indispensable combination of the dredge 
and a hydraulic dirt-conveyor to deliver the 
dredged dirt ashore by means of pipes. 
”>ly experience of twenty-five years in build­ 
ing and operating all kinds oi dredging ma­ 
chinery in the Government service does enable 
me to build a dredge-pl int which will meet all 
the requirements. 
Yearly since 1850 Congress has made appro­ 
priations f r dredging the bars of the Hudson 
river betw een Albany and New York and if we 
had effective dredgi g machinery available for 
the improvement of the Sacramento river, that 
can work profitably :or ten centspereubic yard, 
we might reasonably expect that at least part 
ol the Government appropriations would be ex­ 
pended in deepening the bars of the Sacramento 
and Feather rivers, which annually give so 
much trouble. 
" I invite you to inipcct the designs and 
models of an improved dredge-pilau’, which 
would, i .m il immediately, secure the mercan­ 
tile com: .unity of Sacramento against the pos- 
sibijjfv to be cut off from river transportation of 
freignt for the next season entirely or at least 
subjected to much delay.” 
Captain Dwyer. President of the San Joaquin 
line of steamers, said in hisopiniou there would 
be but little water i:i the river next season. 
There is no snow to speak of in the mountains, 
and the 
river today only marks eight feel, 
which is unusually low for this season of the 
year. Should snow now fall in the mountaius, 
it will be wet and soft and melt rapidly. When 
the snow falls early in the winters and pac ks 
and fteezes ior months .I lasts much longer. 
Last season considerable trouble was encoun­ 
tered in navigating the river, and from present 
appearances it will be much more difficult the 
coming sensor. If > suitable dredging machine 
could be obtained tlial would dean out t c bars 
and confine the water to narrower channels 
there would be no trouble. Thete is but little 
current, aud where the water spreads out 
over

has done ior the Sacramentes river has been to 
build a few wlog dams and take out tbe suags. 
He was in favor of asking the Government to 
put iu a dredging boat and preserve to the 
p oplethis natural highway of commerce, 
re 
did not know w hether it was the lault cf our 
member» in Congress or what it was, but he 
knew that the ¡ eople of the States of Oregon 
and Washington received much larger apt ro- 
priatkv s from Congress >o improve their rivers 
and harbors, and they did not need it half so 
much. 
tu speakiDg of the bars in the river the Cap­ 
tain said tsey shi ted from p'aee to place every 
season, and you cannot tell where thev will he 
next season. He apprehends trouble at f’larks- 
bnrg. the Chicory ranch Suttervtlle, Hlsoocks. 
just bd.ov the city, and in fact opposite the 
city, it the snow supply does not hold out, 
navigation next summer will have to stop at 
Clarksburg. 
Captain Foster, who has charge of th" rail­ 
road line of steamers which ply between this 
city and San Fra;.cisco, »;.id he did not think 
navigation would entirely stop next season but 
it would certsinly bo wor-o than last year, and 
that was bad enough. For four months the 
Apache and Modoc could not be brought u j to 
their wharf with ut having a portion of th tir 
cargo taken off at the bar below the city. This 
necessitated so much handling of the* freight 
that it matcria ly affected the profit on river 
traflic—so much so that the company was be­ 
coming disgusted with i»s line of boats. He 
thought the plan suggested by Mr. Boschke a 
good one and ¡.greed with the statements made 
by Captain Dwv er. Congress should do some­ 
thing for the relief of this people. 
Every time 
a flood comes down the American river it sends 
more debris down iu l'rent of th i. city in twenty- 
fonr hours than all the dredgers iu tbe State 
Could remoTe in months.

signed by himself. It was to the effect to vote 
the name of Spect, one of the Fourth Ward dele­ 
gates. 
It appears that Speet is an individual who 
cau .ot write. S. W. Butler had his proxy, which 
was signed by Speet. who made his mark, and 
it was attested to by F. A. Smith. 
The majority of the c mmitlee agreed to seat

Second, Third and Fourth Wards, 
aud one at large, it was laid upon the table by 
u vote oi 67 ayes to 57 noes. and the majority re­ 
port adopted. 
RESOLUTIONS. 
M. 1.1. Drew, Chairman of the Committee on 
Resolutions, made the following report, which 
was adopted: 
W hereas, By the Constitution of California 
it is provided that "The making of p ont out 
of county, city, town or other public money, or 
u-ing the same for any purpose not authorized 
by law by any oilic-r having the possession or 
control thereof, shall be a felony, aud shall be 
prosecuted aud punished a» prescribed bylaw .” 
And, wheteas, ft is notorious, as well as scan­ 
dalous, that, ut tne present time, and for some 
years past, tbe Treasury of this city is, and has 
been, managed in direct violation of this whole­ 
some and necessary safeguard ot the Constitu­ 
tion ; aud, whereas, seen illegal management 
ot the Treasury of the citv not only hazards the 
safety ol the public money, but tbe struggle 
tor the privilage of manipulating such moneys 
iu the interest of banks aud individuals, is the 
prolific soure-h of much of the disorder and 
corruption which degrades our city elections, 
therefore be it 
Jicsotvtd, That the Republican- of tbe city oi 
sacramento approve oi ai d re affirm the plat­ 
form of principles adopted by the National Re­ 
publican Convention ot leSs, which assembled 
at Chicago and nominated for President and 
Vice-President General Benjamin Harrison aud 
Levi P. Morton, who now. happily lor the in­ 
terests ot the whole country. are Seated in the 
offices of President and Vice-President of tlie 
United States. 
Resolved, That the financial interests of the 
ciiy, as well as the cause of reform in munici­ 
pal politics, demand an immediate aud absolute 
divorcement ot the funds which should be iu 
the ( ity Treasury from a 1 use or control by any 
bank or private individual, and that such iuuds 
be kept, as the county iuuds are kept, in such 
manner that they can be used only for the pur­ 
poses specifically ilesiguated by law: ana we 
demuim of the City Trustees the adoption cf 
such ordinances aud measures as shall bring 
about this much needed reform as speedily as 
possible.

Sacramento, March 5 ,18S9. 
The Senate tact at 10:30 a. m., President pro 
tem. S. M. White in the chair. 
Prayer by the Chaplain, Itev. A. C. B&dc. 
The Chair appointed Senators Britt. Caininetti 
and McG. wan as the special committee of con­ 
ference to act with a similar committee of the 
Assembly to recommend some plan of co-opera­ 
tion in passing turther legislation. 
Senator White was allowed to introduce two 
bills, one relating to the indebtedness-of cities 
which at the time of the last census had be­ 
tween eleven and twelve thousand population, 
and the other relating to work done upon 
streets, lanes and alleys in cities e f the same 
class. 
Crandall made a long speech in favor of re­ 
considering the vote cv which the Senate re­ 
fused to pass his bill prow ling for the payment 
of taxes in i stall otenls. He was supported by 
Heacoek and Conklin, while Murphy and Me*- 
new opposed it. 
The motion to reconsider prevailed by a vets 
of '-Mayes to 13 eoes. but the bill failed to pass 
by a Tote of 19 «yes to 18 noes. 
The Senate reconsidered the ¿-ote by which it 
passed Yell's bill to-get lid of the Sao Francisco 
Police coramtssioners, and it was then passed 
on the file. T»E GLENN COUNT1 FIGHT. 
The bill to create the Coer,tv of Glens was 
taken up as a special order at 11 o’clock. 
The 
Senate chamber was by this time crowded, a 
large number of ladies having seats within the 
rail, 
l he galleries were tiüled with people and 
the greatest interest was manifested in the pro­ 
ceedings. 
Boggs offered an amendment to ihe-boundary 
line, so as to leave out the east side of the river 
and the town of Princeton, uear which place 
his hoine is situa'ed. 
Goucher opposed th< 
amendment. on the 
ground that lt would endanger the passage of 
the bill by having it returned to the Assembly 
at this late-day of the sesstou. He asked Boggs 
if he would agree to help the bill through if the 
amendment svas adojoted. 
Boggs said that he could notg>’ e any assur­ 
ance of that kind, but would say that he would 
do nothing to delay6!le bill by any parliament- 
hiv tactics. 
He should, of eoiirse, feel it liis 
duty! to trv and defeat the bill in the interests 
oi fc’is constituents, and would do to it he eould. 
Eeaeook proposed to the warring factions as 
a compromise, that the irieods ot division ac­ 
cept the amendment and that the opponents of 
the bill in the Assembly agree to vote immedi­ 
ately upon concurrence when the bill reaches 
that House. 
After considerable talk, Boggs and Caminetti 
agreed to see their friends in the Assembly and 
ask them to concur in the amendment, pledg­ 
ing themselves ro t to attempt to Geieat the bill 
by dilatory tactics. 
Goueher stated that the friends of the bill 
would accept the amendment on lhat under- 
«Uinding. 
The amendment wastheaeupon adopted with­ 
out a dissenting voice. 
Boggs (hen called upon the friends of the bill 
¿to give some reasons why it should pass, but 
they preferred to wait urn il it came up for final 
passage, t he Colusa Neuator said that he was 
prepared to show many reasons why the bill 
■ought not to pass, but he had no desire lo cause 
unnecessary delay, and if it was the desire to 
leave all the discus-iou until the third reading 
of the bill he would postpone his argument un­

STATE l’B U O N INVESTIGATION. 


The investigation into state Prison matters by 
the Joint Legislative Committee was resumed 
last evening. Assemblyman 
Shanahan 
pre­ 
siding. The only witness examined Was J. H. 
Hendricks, mentioned in the testimony of Sec­ 
retary of State Hendricks on Mondav evening, 
as a namesake of the latter, aud whom he be­ 
lieved was one of those unjustly treab-d bv 
the McComb management. 
J. H. Hendricks 
w as a guard for six months aud mail carrier for 
three years during General McComb's incum­ 
bency at Folsom. He te-titied that he lived on 
a prison chicken-raneli about one-fouith of a 
mile trom the. prison, and the products of the 
ranch were used at the prison. He was asked 
if he Knew of cases of ill treatment ot guards 
and other attaches by Warden McComb and his 
officers, aud in replying in the affirmative,gave 
the following as instances : 
A convict named James Anderson cante to 
witness' house , in May, 1885, talked in a n in 
soleut and profane manner to his wire, and de­ 
clared that he was put there to watch witness 
and wife, aud asserted that she was bringing 
opium in for the prisoners, ana that she was 
stealing wood, chickens and eggs. I was away 
at the time he sard this to her, and when J re­ 
turned Anderson was lying under a pine tree 
uear by, aud I asked him if he knew what 
his 
duties 
were 
out 
there. 
He 
then 
commenced 
to 
go 
for 
me, 
and 
aud. 
in a profaue way,, that he was placed there 
to watch me, and replying to my taking him to 
task lor talking as he did to my wife, said there 
was going lo be blood sned over this, j wm,- 
down aud taw Captain Chambers and told him 
about Anderson's conduct, aud he paid no at 
temion to it. I afterwards told Captain Paul 
that I wished he would have that man taken 
au ay. He went to Captain Chambers aud told 
.him he had better lake this man away, 'that 
evening Andrtrson was taken away and anottier 
.placed there. I told him I should place the 
m atter of the .treatment we were subjected to ‘ 
before the Directora, and that evening Captain 
■Ci ambcrs arose up lo my place and asked mo 
to take a ride with him. 1 got in ami we drove 
around. He «aid he was il 
d sorrv al>ou.t 
the way the man L-dked to my wile, but 
that he could hardly do anything 
abiut 
it 
as they wt*e 
trying to get a panlou 
to: She matt, aud jraporting the Ill-treatment to 
the Directors might iuterfere with getting a 
laudan. I replied Ahat I should bring tne matter 
be tore the Board, and the Captain replied: "For 
God stake don t do .kb at; he is a sou of a 
: he 
don’t stand in wish us, and it you bring this 
m atter oefore tile Basra he will raise tv-11. ’ He 
insiste, that I should not repart it to ti e Board, 
and fiiua’ly I agreed a il to do so, but mid him 
to'm ight do me a fair deal i t l.-ast. Anderson 
was prypioned eleven days ft norwards, so their 
effort- it: that direciiun were sueeessh 1. lie 
was-servirtg a remenee ot seven years lor grand 
lareouy. co nm itltd lu Tehama county, and itad 
served between one aud two years.

Another prisoner.¡named B. F. Hawkins who 
was a trusty on Ihe outside, had a little tmusc

about 400 ya rds from the prison, where he used ¡ 
to raise chickens 
He would get about ten or 
twelve dotx-n eggs a week trom one half dozen 
hens. 
Hawkins was Independent and did 
about its he was a miud to. He finally told a. 
m m nam ed Green to go to hell, and he lost his 
place for telling him so. 
A man named Fisher had a little house about 
fifty rods from the prison. He was a trusty and 
kb-pt whisky and cigars at his house to sell. 
People came from Folsom and gambled all 
nigh; at Fisher’s house, and sometimes Fisher 
was not able to do duty the next day. 
James Anderson was also appointed, while 
there, to work a job against another man 
named Draper, whom the prison management 
wanted to get rid of. Anderson told Draper 
that they could make money by killing some of 
the pigs belonging on the prison farm aud sell­ 
ing them to Chinamen on Mctmcn Island. It 
was arranged between them that Draper was to 
ceme on a certain ¿ay to the place where the 
pigs were kept, at d he would have one already 
killed tor him. Draper came there to get the 
pig and started in to skin it. Lieutenant Mur­ 
phy and a guard named Bnras came up atad 
arrested turn while he was at it. Draper was 
sent to Sacramento for trie’., and subsequently 
sentenced to two years at San Quentin. This 
was the result ot a job putMP by Chambers and 
perhaps others. 
X personalis" know that Captain Chambers 
knew about Fisher’s selling liquor, and that he 
divided the dividends with him. 
1 was re­ 
quested by Chambers to vote a party ticket at 
an election. He told me he would vote for anv 
one I would name on the Democratic ticket if I 
would w oi; against that G 
d 
Filcher 
from Auburn. He also wanted me to vote 
against Van R. Patterson, candidate for the Su­ 
preme Cor.rt. 
I don’t know what was the cause of my dis­ 
charge front my position. Two or three rumors 
were put afloat, but none of them were true. 
One was that I opened letters. ¡The witness 
here des ribed 
his duties as letter-carrier, 
among which was opening all prisoners’ letters 
and keeping a synopsis of the same before send­ 
ing them to the Warden to be delivered. He 
related the circumstances which are supposed 
to be referred to in his letter of discharge, as 
having tampered with Inters, and evidently 
convinced all present lhat he was entirely in­ 
nocent of any wrong doing, or of anything that 
could be so construed.] 
The witness continuing, said that James Cos­ 
tello, Captain Chambers’ clerk, used to get 
drunk at the prison and raise h e ll: that ne 
used to go down town whenever he liked. 
Cnee he stayed down town with a lewd woman 
about a month, returning only to get shaved. 
At the end of the time he returned to the 
prison, and nothing was (lone concerning his 
absence. 
A man named Proctor used to get drunk, and 
favors were always shown him. A man named 
Gashee was drunk one day and they had to 
stop a car so he could get off the track. A man 
named Mills was oif eight or ten days, away 
from the prison, and he told me his pay was not 
stopped. 
These instances were while MeContb 
was Warden at Folsom. 
The committee then adjourned to 7 o’clock 
this evening.

and trom Yokohama to February 15th, 
which give the following sum m aries: 


CHINA. 
The breach o f the Yellow river is said to 
have at last been closed. 
It will be a long 
tim e yet, however, before the country is 
cleared of water. 
The Taiwo Hall in the ¿Imperial Palace 
caught fire on the 7th instant, bat the fire 
W83 extinguished before the flames spread 
beyond ihe gate. 
itelief iq now coming in from all aides 
for ihe distress in North China, but. never­ 
theless. it is feared that many thousands 
will perish io the cold of the winter. 
There is a rum or to the ellect that the 
Throne has, after all. ordered the work 
connected with the railway from Tientsin 
to Tungcbov to be stopped. 


•HONGKONG. 
The Legislative Council has voted $10,­ 
000 for the relief of the distress in North 
China. 
A companv has been formed with a cap­ 
ital of $300,000 for supplying electric light 
to Hong kong. 
A new building ordinance, regulating in 
its m inutest details the house-building 
trade, has been published in the Gazette. 
The general scope oi it seems to be to pro­ 
vide for the sanitary condition of buildings 
ami for their safety from tire. 
The Government inteuds to form a vol­ 
unteer naval corps to man guard boats for 
the protection of the shores of the colony, 
and are negotiating with the new steam- 
launch company to have the boats of the 
company constructed so that they m ight be 
fitted out for war service in case of an 
emergency.

A rum or is current to the ellect that the 
Government railways will be sold for 50,- 
00o,000 y en. 
Several residents of Osaka have estab­ 
lished an academy for higher education, 
for which two .English teachers and four 
graduates of Tokio University have been 
engaged. 
The use of cow’s nttlk appears to be on 
the increase, according to the returns of the 
Kyoto Hairy Company. The num ber of 
customers euppiied in 18-SG was 1,600; iu 
1887, 3,700, and last year 5.200. 
The Japanese papers contain full ac­ 
counts of the ceremonies observed on Feb­ 
ruary 11th, whan the new Constitution was 
promulgated by the Emperor. 
There are about 2,000 prisoners in the 
various jaiie throughout Japan who were 
affected by the amnesty declared on the 
day of the prom ulgation of the Constitu­ 
tion . 
The returns of the governm ent of the 
city of T okio-stale that during last vear a 
French lady and au American lady each 
took unto themselves a Japanese husband, 
while an American gentleman united him ­ 
self to a native lady for better or for worse. 
A lire broke out in the M erchunls’ 
School, Hakodate, on February 4 th, and 
three student*-los; their lives. 
Several of tlie Tokio merchants have 
“cornered” the lantern m arket successfully. 
Anticipating the demand there would be 
for lanterns on the 1 1th, they bought up 
the stock in the capital and at the place of 
manufacture. Mino. The price soon com­ 
menced to advance. From $1 50 it first in ­ 
creased to $2. then to $3 50, and afterward 
suddenly jum ped to $7 50. 
The Japan Gazette of February 15tb gives 
the following account of the assassination 
of Viscount Mori. Minister of Education, 
at Tokio: As the Minister of State for E d u ­ 
cation, Viscount Mori, was just about to 
pass from the vestibule of his house to his 
carriage on Monday m orning at 8 o’clock, 
in order to proceed to the palace for the 
purpose of beicg present at the ceremony 
of the promulgation of the Constitution, a 
man sprang forward and seizing his Excel­ 
lency round the body with his left arm , 
stabbed him with a kitchen knife in the 
lower part of tbe abilomen on the right 
side. One of the M inister's guards im ­ 
mediately drew bis sword and killed the 
assassin with a single stroke.

Mori was carried in aud medical aid sum ­ 
moned. The Minister’s assailent appears 
to have been e lunatic. On his person 
papers were found charging the V iscount 
with having entered one of the shrinesat.
